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COMPILER'S NOTES 

This master index is a compilation of the indexes to all 75 of the oral histories collected 
by the Nye County Town History Project (NCTHP). It is not, however, a one-to-one copy of those 
indexes; slightly different headings for similar topics (for example, baling cotton vs. cotton, 
baling) were incorporated into a single heading (in this instance, cotton, baling). In this master 
index, there may be two or more identical entries of proper names because more than one 
individual with the same name is referenced. When possible, we have clarified duplicate 
entries. 

In addition to directing readers to the contents of all 75 oral histories, the master index 
yields a wealth of information to scholars and browsers alike. The place names, for example, 
give readers a sense of other places in the world that are related to the history of Nye County, 
including Washington, D.C., European countries, and many locations in the South Pacific. The 
index also hints at the rich and varied ethnic heritage of Nye County's residents; the names 
Victor Lambertucci, Benjamin Franklin Roberts, Fermina Serrias, and Pat Chiatovic are 
examples. 

It has been my privilege to work on the Nye County Town History Project since its 
inception in 1987. This master index is the final task in the work on the oral histories. I am 
grateful to Robert D. McCracken forgiving me an opportunity to participate in this project. 

The indexes to the individual oral histories were assembled electronically into a single 
computer file by Dave Trump; I then combined or separated entries as needed for the master 
index. Bobette Host checked the final index. Although we have gone to great lengths to verify 
the spelling of names, the nature of oral histories makes it impossible to guarantee the 
accuracy of every spelling. That caveat aside, any errors that may have crept into this index are 
my responsibility.
